In the extensive brush 
fields of the forests of 
Southern California, the 
Pack Rat and the Rattle¬ 
snake live side by side, one 
the victim of the other in 
the natural balance of na¬ 
ture. 

A confrontation be- . 
tween these two forest 
dwellers, to which I was a 
witness, a dramatic life 
and death encounter, oc¬ 
curred on a lonesome trail 
in the mountains behind 
Sierra Madre one warm 
and sunny day early in my 
career. 

Pack Rats acquired their 
name as the result of their 
natural habit of collecting 
twigs, leaves, and other 
forest debris, and building 
large mounds which then 
become their home. These 
mounds are often eight feet 
in diameter and as much as 
four feet in height, are the 
focal point of their inhab¬ 
itants constant search for 
vegetable matter, the rats 
principle source of food. 
These rats are also avid 
collectors of junk, man’s 
discards along the trails, 
empty cigarette packs, bot¬ 
tle caps, buttons, broken 
shards of glass and many 
other lost or stolen items dl| 
man, as they are not above 
stealing whatever it is that 
they deem desirable. All 
of this junk, can be found 


just off the trail, ready to 
take advantage of any 
small creature or man that 
might just pass within 
striking distance. 

As the rat ran past the 
snake, it struck with light¬ 
ening speed and deadly 
accuracy, only a blur to me 
and to Shorty, my constant 
companion of that period 
of my life and career. As 
the fangs penetrated and 
were almost immediately 
withdrawn from the side of 
the rodent, the rat squealed 
in mortal terror and at the 
same time, leaped into the 
air in a futile effort to es¬ 
cape it’s ultimate doom. 

Even as it came back to 
earth from it’s terrified 
leap, the effect of the ven¬ 
om was beginning to take 
it’s toll. Unable to run, it 
fell on it’s side, staggered 
to it’s feet as the poisonous 
enzymes began to digest 
the still living tissues as 
they spread throughout the 
small body. It was obvi¬ 
ous that the rat was not 
going very far in it’s death 
struggles. Within a 
minute, it was tying mo¬ 
tionless on the trail about 
ten feet from where the 
fatal bite had taken place. 

As the final moments of 
life ebbed away and the lit¬ 
tle body began to slowly 
relax, the snake, obvious¬ 
ly unaware of my presence 
and witness to the drama, 
began to slither toward the 
meal that was now avail- 


Arriving at the now 
dead rat. the snake worked 
it’s way to a position 
where it could engorge the 
small body head first to 
facilitate swallowing. 

Disengaging it’s hinged 
jaws, it literally began to 
walk itself around the 
body, using small convul¬ 
sive motions to assist in the 
endeavor. This head-first 
approach is necessary to 
avoid the possibility of the 
snake being unable to get 
past the rear legs of any 
four-footed creature if the 
Snake began it’s engorge¬ 
ment at the tail. The front 
and rear legs of most small 
creatures tend to fold eas¬ 
ily backward along the 
longitudinal axis of the 
body, allowing for easy 
passage through the jaws 
and down the throat. A 
rear end approach could be 
the death of the snake, for 
if it could not get pa.st the 
extended rear or front legs 
of it’s victims, the back¬ 
ward-curving teeth of the 
serpent would prevent it 
from disgorging the par¬ 
tially swallowed body. 
The snake would either die 
of starvation or become 
the victim of another hunt¬ 
er of the forest. Hawks and 
Eagles in particular. 

With the serpent lying 
fully extended along the 
trail after it’s meal, all that 
remained of the rodent was 
a small bulge in the snakes 


body as it underwent the 
final digestive processes. 
In due time, a day or two at 
most, all that would be left 
of the pack rat would be a 
compact residue of bones 
and skin, passed out of the 
rattlesnake somewhere on 
the forest floor. And, that 
small bundle of residue 
would be eagerly con¬ 


sumed by small mice in 
their constant search for 
food. 

After this meal, the 
snake would not eat again 
for many days, perhaps a 
week or more and only af¬ 
ter another successful en¬ 
counter somewhere in the 
Elfin Forest.

The effect of the 
venom is such as to pre¬ 
vent smaller victims of 
such poisonous snakes 
from going too far before 
they perish.

Rounding Up the

Sixth year head coach 
Janice Clark will travel 
with her team to the Va¬ 
lencia Tournament today, 
as the Arcadia Apaches 
water polo team will try to 
make it into CIF playoffs 
for the third consecutive 
year under Clark; two 
years ago, she led the team 
to its first playoff appear¬ 
ance in 10 years. Last 
year's Apaches were 14-7, 
tied for second in the Pa¬ 
cific League with Glen¬ 
dale, behind Crescenta 
Valley, before losing a 
first round playoff match 


against Mira Costa. 

Graduation has hurt the 
team somewhat, but more 
in the area of depth rather 
than front-line talent. Sev¬ 
eral key players will not be 
back this year, but on the 
other hand, seven players 
return from last year's var¬ 
sity squad. Last year, Clark 
could substitute liberally 
without losing quality; this 
year, that's a luxury she 
won't enjoy. 

Some of the key return¬ 
ing players include James 
Lowry, at the 2-meter set 
position. Andrew Yuan 


will handle duties in the 
goal, and Benn Eifert and 
Mark Edington are back as 
drivers, offering signifi¬ 
cant speed to the Apaches' 
offensive attack. 

Clark is pleased with 
her team thus far. Follow¬ 
ing a five-week summer 
program, the Apaches had 
a month off, and then re¬ 
turned two weeks ago to 
sort out the junior varsity/ 
varsity squads and make 
final cuts. The team 
worked through three-hour 
practices earlier in the 
week, before departing for 


Valencia, traditionally a 
tough tournament. "I think 
it's good for the younger 
players to get some good 
preseason competition," 
Clark says. "We've also 
got some talented oppo¬ 
nents on our preseason 
schedule, like South Pasa¬ 
dena. It will help the team 
prepare for league play." 

Lowry and Yuan were 
recently voted captains of 
the 1998 squad, and Clark 
is looking to them to pro¬ 
vide good leadership. She* 
expects to see a faster team 
this year, with the newer 


players making up for their 
lack of varsity experience 
with good speed in the 
water. She cites the team's 
basic goals as a top three 
finish in the Pacific 
League, to ensure the 
Apaches third consecutive 
playoff appearance, and to 
compete with Crescenta 
Valley and Glendale for 
the league title. A playoff 
win would be a nice bonus, 
too! "We're going to get 
out to Valencia and see if 
’ we’re ready to compete. 
The preseason will be a 
good chance to get ready 
for a hard league season," 
says Clark.
